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(57) Abstract: The invention relates to an electroluminescent device with a transparent cathode. Said electroluminescent device 
Q comprises a substrate (1) and, adjacent to said substrate (1), a laminated body composed of a first electrode (2), an electroluminescent 
^ layer (3) and a second metallic electrode (4). Said second electrode (4) is covered with transparent dielectric layers (5), which 

increase the transmission of light through the second metallic electrode (4) and serve as filters. 
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
